Washington, D. C, Nov. 17.— A 
Thanksgiving Day proclamation, 
issued by President WilsOn this 
afternoon, charges the people of the 
United States with responsibility to 
contribute largely toward relief in 
Europe "out of our abundant 
means." 

The proclamation said Americans 
should be doubly thankful because 
of "the blessings of peace and un- 
broken prosperity." 

The proclamation follows : 

" By thb Prbsidbnt of the 
United States. A Procla- 
mation : 

"It has long been the custom of 
our people to turn iu the fruitful 
Autumn of the year in praise and 
thanksgiving to Almighty God for 
His many blessings and mercies to 
us as a uation. The year that has 
elapsed since we last observed our 
duty of thanksgiving has been rich 
in blessings to us as a people, bnt 
the whole face of the world has been 
darkened by war. 

nations in distress. 

" In midst of our peace and happi- 
ness, our thoughts dwell with painful 
disquiet upon the struggles aud 
sufferings of the nations at war and 
of the peoples upon whom war has 
brought disaster without choice or 
possibility of escape on their part. 
We cannot think of our happiness 
without thinking also of their pitiful 
distress. 

" Now, therefore, I, Woodrow 
Wilson, President of the United 
States of America, do appoint Thurs- 
day, the 30th of November, as a day 
of national thanksgiving aud prayer, 
and urge and advise the people to 
resort to their several places of 
worship on that day to render thanks 
to Almighty God for the blessings 
of peace and unbroken prosperity 
which He has bestowed upon our 
beloved country in such unstinted 
measure. And I also urge aud sug- 
gest our duty in this, our day of 
peace and abundance, to think in 
deep sympathy of the stricken 
peoples of the world upon whom the 
curse and terror of war has so 
pitilessy fallen, and to contribute out 
of our abuudant means to the relief 
of their sufferings.

"Our people could in no better 
way show their real attitude toward 
the present struggle of the nations 
than by contributing out of their 
abundance to the relief of the suf- 
fering which war has brought iu 
its trnin. 

" In witness whereof, I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the 
seal of the United States to be affixed. 

' ' Doue at the City of Washington, 
this seventeenth day of November, 
iu the year of our Lord one thousand 
nine hundred and sixteen, aud of 
the independence of the United States 
the one hundred and forty first. 
Woodrow Wilson.

IN TIME OF WAR. 



Ivy M. Robinson, the fiery South 
Dakotaian, is still pegging away in 
an effort to secure an opening for 
the deaf in time of war. 

War is not an impossibility. 

Far from it. 

You know we are becoming the 
richest nation in the world. We are 
paying our debts abroad, or are be- 
becoming creditors of other nations, 
at the rate of $2,500,000,000 per 
year. Our land is the fairest, our 
women the loveliest, our citizens the 
richest— why should not impecunious 
foreign military dynasties cherish 
designs on our peace and prosperity ? 

And since we deaf share in the 
wealth and liberties of the nation, 
why should we not do our part in 
defending America from murder, 
rape and arson ? 

With all due respect to the gentle 
young lady in Connecticut, who 
frowns on war-like discussion and 
preparation , if German or Japanese 
warriors landed on our shores and 
invaded the sancity of her home, and 
stripped and despoiled her in public 
— such scenes are common enough 
in Belgium and Serbia — would she 
have her deaf friends look on with- 
out lifting a finger in her rescue? 
What kind of "manhood" would 
supinely tolerate such treatment of 
its wives and sisters ? 

America will never wage a war 
of contest. But any man — or nation 
— which will not fight back when at- 
tacked is despicable. If war comes, 
it should find us deaf ready and 
willing to "do our bit." 

Ivy Robinson's latest follows: 

Aa to the Adwnture, they left it out of 
the September issue, but got it in the Oc- 
tober one and it has caused some talk al- 
ready. Have received several letters from 
people about the letter I had in the 
'• Cainp-Kire." Will send you two of them 
which are a fair sample of those I am get- 
ting. Il does not look as if our work is 
so hopeless after all. Keeping at it will 
have results some day, and I don't inend to 
go to sleep on the job. 

I'm a little cuss as sizes go, but that 
don't mean I'm lacking in patriotism. 
" Advtntnre " has brought about the en- 
rollment of " red heads," " grey heads," 
" Irish," " big men," " little cusses," and 
sti forth, in one regiment respectively in 
the American Legion and I want to see a 
company of the "deaf" also formed. 

You will note from the two letters I am 
sending you that the writers are both hard 
of hearing. That brings up a new angle to 
what we are trying to do. Mr. Huston 
makes the point that we would be unable 
to hear commands. That would be true if 
we were scattered among hearing soldiers. 
We both have the idea of a regiment or 
whatever they call it of deaf men only, with 
deaf officers if possible, and if that cannot 
be, with officers who understand the sign 
language as well as we do. I wish we 
could circulate that Panwood film as a part 
of some moving picture weekly. And have 
an insert calling the attention of the pubic 
to the way the comuninds are given. I 
doubt if we could get the film though. 

If we could get those hard-of-hearing 
people intereated and get them also inter- 
ested in the sign language, so that they 
could enroll with the, deaf, we would have 
another pin to stick in the oralist bubble. 
Lip-reading never can be of much practical 
use in war time, but the sign language 
would be of the greatest value. 

I'm willing to stake my reputation that 
a regiment or company of deaf would 
make history in actual warfare. You 
know the spirit that enables small kids at 
the schools to lick the stuffing out of hear- 
ing boys twice their size in foot-ball games. 
Just imagine that spirit transferred to the 
batUe -field. 

One letter is from a Missouri 
college man with an A. B. degree, 
a hard of hearing traveler with 
means, who is a good shot and "fails 
to see why he should be disqualified 
from serving his country on account 
of defective hearing." He closes 
with the request we push the matter 
along. 

The other is from a Californian 
who commends the idea and suggests 
Robinson get Congress to pass s 
special dispensation for the deaf. 
He says in part: — 

"I was deaf in the service and 
threatened with general Court Mar- 
trial because I could not bear dis- 
tinctly. 

" ' Deaf ' Smith is not forgotten 
in Texas, and I doubt if he ever will 
be. I think Kit Carson in his latter 
years at Toos was deaf. I myself 
worked three years as a military 
detective and scout with one ear 
dead and the other on crutches, 
and earned special mention in dis- 
patches. " 

Mr. Robinson is working for the 
good of America and the good of the 
deaf, for is it not to our advantage 
to earn the admiration and respect of 
our hearing fellows, and does not all 
the world revere the troops of Wash- 
ington, Harrison, Grant and Lee?

A long time after the Romans 
had settled in Britain, the Briton* 
were still treated very cruelly.

They put every Roman — soldier, 
man, woman and child— to the 
sword. They attacked three Ro- 
man towns and put to death aboul 
seventy thousand persons. 

It seemed as if the Britons were 
going to get control of Britain again, 
but when the Governor, with his 
army, heard of the outrages of the 
Hritons, he hurried back to help \\u 
peop'e. 

The brave but unskilled Briton 
soldiers fought bravely. At last 
tney began to retreat, and Boadicea, 
seeinn that her army could not with- 
stand the fierce attacks of the 
Romans, ended her life by lakiug 
poison 

At last the Romans succeeded in 
getting in Britain, but they still 
kepi on driving tha Britons farther 
aud faither towatd the mountains 
in Western Britain. 

There was a brave Briton king 
named Caractaeus. He fou«ht 
bravely, and the Romans knew that 
it would be hard for them to con 
qucr Britaiu as long as that brave 
king lived. 

The Britons were still being push 
ed farther and farther westward, 
but CaractHOiis would not surrender 
and he resolved to fight for his 
nation as lonir as he lived.

April first has a character of its 
own among the days of the year, 
in that it is devoted to practical 
joking. 

" On this day it becomes the 
business of many people," says an 
English writer, " to practice iu- 
nooeut impostures on their un- 
suspicious friends and neighbors, 
thus making them what we call 
April Fools " 

The object is to catch the person 
off his guard, to pass off npon him 
some probable but on truthful story, 
or to place him iu some absurd posi- 
tion, thereby making of him a laugh- 
ing stock for the bystanders. 

In Scotland this joking is carried 
to greater extremes. If some un- 
suspicious person can be induced to 
go on an errand bearing a note pre- 
sumably containing a message but 
in reality having within the words 
" This is the first day ot April, 

Hunt the gowk another mile." 

the whole community is in high 
glee. The first person to whom the 
messenger goes will send him on to 
another, aud this one to a third, and 
soon until someone tells him of 
the joke or until ho realizes himself 
that he is hoaxed. The Scotch use 
the term gowk (meaning a cuckoo) 
to denote an April fool, and among 
them the trick just mentioned is 
called hunihig the gou-k. 

Fiom the time of the Spectator, 
English literature has many re- 
ferences to April fooling, although 
the antiquarians are unable to fix 
the beginning or trace the origin of 
the custom. 

There are traces of th« prevaleuoe 
of April fooling 111 France at an ear- 
lier period than noted iu Englaud. 
It is related that Franois, Duke 
of Lorraine, aud his wife who had 
been in prison, disguised themselves 
as peasants ami escaped. A woman 
who discovered them told the sentry, 
but as it was April first he cried 
"April fool!" and paid no attention 
to her. Thus the royal pair were 
able to flee in salety. i 

The Hindoos have a festival 
which terminates Mareh 31, during 
which the great aim is to send per- 
sons with messages to imaginary 
individuals, or to those knowu to be 
ab8eut and then to laugh at their 
disappointment. To find the prac- 
tice so widely prevalent and the date 
so similar, would seem to indicate 
that the customs of this day had a 
very early origin.— Everyday 
Plans.

The Fanwood Cadets man- 
teuvred and marched and drilled in 
battalion formation, jand then sepa- 
rately by companies, in"?keen but 
friendly rivalry, on Monday last. 
It was the annual Founder's Day 
competition between Companies 
for the honor of carrying the colon* 
for the ensuing year. 

To the stirring music of their own 
Band of Musicians, the Fanwood 
Cadets always perform on the parade 
ground with a snap and precision 
that thrills the spectators, and there 
are invariably many on such oc- 
casions. 

Still these exhibitions are not the 
particular endeavor of the military 
school, but rather are expositions of 
the results of a system of training 
that has a nobler purpose. Jand a 
deeper aim. This soldierly training 
tends to beget a sense of individual 
responsibility, encourages pride of 
bearing, and exerts other influences 
that strengthen tbe will and produce 
young men of upright character. 

In the school of thejsoldier the 
ambition to excel is untaintedjby ig- 
noble motives. The highest aspira- 
tions are chevrons and shoulder bars, 
to attain which much manly effort 
is involved. The winners of rank 
stand out conspicuously as examples 
to fire the ardor of others, while in 
themselves tbey must experience a 
grateful sense of honorable accom- 
plishment. 

The lesson instilled by the insignia 
of rank is in itself ennobling. This 
is how it is told, in a romantic 
way, by the " Customs of the Ser- 
vice : " — 

" The second lieutenant stands on 
the level ground, looking up to his 
superiors at varying altitudes above 
him. He begins to climb toward 
the top, his first step being the lower 
bar of the fence, .which position is 
typified by the one bar of his first 
lieutenant. Upon reaching the top 
of the fence, the officer wears two 
bars, which represent the |bottom 
and top bars of the fence, from 
which point of vantage Jhe can now 
survey the field. From the fence, 
the officer must climb to the branch- 
es of the oak, tbe tree of might and 
and strength. It is a long climb 
and symbolizes the marked differ- 
ence that exists between the com- 
pany and the field officer. The gold 
oak leaf on the major's shoulder 
strap symbolizes this position. Tbe 
next step is to the tallest trae of the 
forest, tbe straight, towering silver 
poplar, with no branches for many I 
feet from the ground. Although 
this point of vantage is somewhat 
higher than that of the oak, it is not 
materially so, and the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the position are 
about tbe same. The officer is now 
among tbe silver leaves of the 
poplar, which fact is typfied by the 
silver leaf of the lieutenant-colonel. 
The silver eagle of the colonel sym- 



bolizes the bird that soars above the 
top of the towering poplar. The 
next step is the greatest of all : To 
to the stars up in the firmament, far, 
far above tbe eagle's flight, which 
position is typified by the star on the 
general officer's shoulder strap." 

Busy is the day of every boy at a 
military school like Fanwood. 
Marching is an infinitesmal part of 
it. At sunrise eachjday the quick, 
sharp, insistent notes of the bugle, 
with its long-drawn-out warning 
note at the close, sounds the reveille; 
which means : Awake ! Arise ! Get 
Busy for the Day ! 

" I can't get 'em up, I can't get 'em up, 

I can't get 'em up in the morning ; 
I Can't get 'em up, I can't get 'em up, 
I can't get 'em up at all ; 
Corp'rals worse than the privates ; 
Sergeants worse than the corporals ; 
Lieutenants worse than the sergeants, 
And the captains the worst of all." 

The morning ablutions and the 
various duties required of both rank 
and file are quickly performed. 
Then comes the rattle of the drum 
that announces the physical exercises 
which precede each meal. Almost 
before the sounds have died away, 
the throngs of talking, reading, 
hurrying, jostling boys, have

History repeats itself annually at 
tbe institution on Founder's Day, 
November 19th. This year, ap- 
propriate school exercise* com- 
memorated the date, Monday, No- 
vember .20th. The date chosen is 
in honor of the birthday of former 
teacher and principal, Harvey 
Prindle Peet, and to the memory of 
the first few pioneer instructors, 
who toiled to establish propn in- 
structions for the deaf and dumb of 
New York State. Harvey Pnn- 
dle Peet and his eminent son, Dr. 
Isaac Lewis Peet, were the first, two 
workers to organize and apply an 
advanced school system and propel 
elocution for the deaf in the present 
site. The literary efforts and other 
testimonies of the Peets remain 
to perpetually embellish the record 
the school. 

Monday dawned a fine Novem- 
ber sunrise and remain beautiful 
throughout the day. The early 
morning routine comprised many 
duties At nine o'clock exercises 
were opened in the chapel by an 

address by Principal Carrier, who 

spoke to the large gathering of 
pupils and teachers of the hard 
ships and perseverance of the past, 
concluding with a devout, prayer 
for the future. He was followed by 
oral recitations specially prepared 
by the pupils, with the help of 
their teachers. The brinf essays 
and compositions dealt with 
the lives of former directors and 

I teachers, and were the direct result 
of study and forethought prod DO- 
^ring much interesting data.

lines, and are standing at attention 
awaiting the commands of the Officer 
of the Day. 

The light physical exercises over, 
all march by squads to the dining 
room, in single file, each squad 
under command of an officer. The 
morning meal occupies half an hour 
and is succeeded by a recess of an 
hour. Then follows drill for twenty 
minutes, after which the Divisions 
march to the Classrooms and Trades' 
Schools, respectively. 

At twelve o'clock noon they are 
assembled in the dining room for 
luncheon, and at one o'clock return 
to Hbe Classrooms and Trades' 
Schools. But mark the difference, 
the Classroom Division of the morn- 
ing becomes the Trades' Schools 
Division in the afternoon, and vice 
versa. 

The school day is over at four 
o'clock, and the playgrounds are 
filled with happy, exuberant youth 
till half-past five, at which time the 
evening meal is served. 

The physical exercises and order- 
liness preceding each meal of the 
day are identical. 

The evening is given to study 
under watchful eyes of tutors. In 
a recently organized school for 
Cadet Officers, special instruction is 
given by the Major of the Bat- 
talion, which is both tactical and 
ethical in character. 

At last comes the slow, soothing 
music of Taps, and the day's activi- 
ties give way to the quiet of slum- 
brous night.

The California News, in a certain 
column, is not always happy or pre- 
cise in the choice of words. Thus, 
in referring to the bronze group, 
Bbar Hunt, it said rather am- 
biguously that the Board ordered it 
returned to Mr. Tilden, "on condi- 
tions satisfactory to the sculptor." 

There were no conditions. The 
Board imposed none. 

For twenty years the sculptor had 
preferred to leave it to time to 
smooth over aspirations and do 
justice. As that was not the case, he 
determined, for the first time, to file 
a formal demand that the group be 
returned on the payment of the sum 
for which he was liable and no more 
(it was $500 od, whereas the Institu- 
tion always claimed $2, too 00). After 
allowing due time for looking into 
the matter, the Board unanimously 
voted that the demand (theyc ail- 
ed it "request") be acceded to. 

The sculptor offered, in addition, 
to pay the cost of freightage from 
Chicago, because he felt that it was 
proper to do «o, he even waiving the 
fact that the cost of repairs in the 
group for damages done to it by the 
boys would exceed that of freight- 
age. The Board also accepted the 
offer. 

That is all. 

It is good to see in the 1. p. f.

of the N. F. S. D. 

It is, at the same time, the fashion 
of the " untutored " deaf, firstly, to 
attempt to belittle the work of 
others, and then to wear feathers 
that are not their oyvn. 

So it is only honesty to say that 
the growth of the N. F. S. D. was 
solely the work of Mr. Gibson. 

A society of this occupation will 
always find its real efficiency not in 
growing but in existing. Its test 
will come in the after years — in the 
end. 

Should Mr. Gibson continue in 
the future as in the past in his rock- 
ribbed integrity, he will pass into 
the American deaf-mute history as 
a man to whom the term great is 
no fanciful designation. 

Mr. Pach commented in the Silent 
Worker thus: 

"The fate of a deaf child is the 
silence of the tomb and the subse- 
quent awakening compensation of 
a super sense. " 

"There, I have seen whole pages 
on the subject that did not tell as 
much as these terse twenty-one 
words. As an example of super 
condensation, it will become a Ciaa 
sic." 

One, however, has to pause in con- 
tem plat Ion. A child's fate may In- 
stance, but how can the fate at the 
same time be a compensation. 

That there are senses in addition to 
the five that we know we possess, is 
purely a conjecture. The phrase 
"sixth sense" is an imaginary one. 
And the word super is a strong one 
to apply to a child — deaf at that. 
At any rate, how does anybbdy 

know ?

Mouldering away on the wall of 
the old monastery in Milan, bangs 
the famous "Last Supper" of 
Leonardo da Viuci.

When, however, he was 
ready to paint the face of Jesus in 
tbe picture, he could find none that 
would satisfy his concentioh ; the 
face that would serve as a model 
for the face of Christ must Ire digni- 
fied in its simplicity and majestio 
in its sweetness. 

After several years of careful 
search the painter happened to 
meet one, Pietro Bandinelli, a 
choir boy of exquisite voice, belong- 
ing to the Cathedral. Beiug struck 
he beautiful features and len- 
der maimer that b spoke an angelio 
soul, the artist induced the boy to 
be the study for the painting of the 
of Jesus. Al) was done most 
carefully aud reverently, but the 
picture was as yet incomplete, for 
the face of Judas was absent. 

Again the painter, with tbe zeal 
of a true lover of his art, set about 
in search of a conutenanoe that 
might serve for tbe face of the trai- 
tor. Some years passed before his 
search was rewarded and the picture 
finally completed.

Ihe man looked up at him and said, 
tr have painted me before."
